“One not-so-good result of all 
this development was the uproot- 
ing of the cherry orchards around 
San Leandro, and the apricot or- 
chards in this immediate section 
of the county. There are no large 
apricot orchards left, and no cherry 
orchards at all. What a sight to 
see when these trees were in 
bloom! Many of us miss them.” 
In Santa Clara county there has 
not only been regret at the loss of 
the lovely blossoms, but there has 
been alarm lest too large a pro- 
portion of the good agricultural 
land be irrevocably devoted to res 
idential or industrial purposes. Ac 
cordingly “green belts” have been 
set up in which the land 
posed to be used only for agricul 
ture. It is said that this has been 
done at the request of the owners 
of the land in these areas them- 
selves. Yet as the pressure of pop-| 
ulation grows, it is hard to believe 
that these belts will continue 
“green,” for the heirs of such 
lands will surely wish to sell at a| 


good price for subdivision pur-| 
poses.

Two Assemblymen from districts 
in Alameda county, one a Repub- 
lican and one a Democrat, last 
week gave church representatives 
a vivid picture of the extent to 
which the “loyalty” frenzy has 
gone. 

They were Republican Luther H. 
Lincoln and Democrat W. Byron 
Rumford, Along with Assembly- 
man Donald Doyle, Republican, of 
Contra Costa county, they ap- 
peared at a meeting in the San 
Francisco headquarters of the 
Northern California Council of 
Churches (Protestant.) That or- 
ganization’s committee on public 
morals and legislation was consid- 
ering the launching of a campaign 
repeal the State Law that re- 
quires a loyalty oath from anyone 
asking a tax exemption.
